It 
can not be stated, however, th at any 
of those mentioned in connection with 
the office have any prominent claims. 
It is asserted th at the emperor has 
a “dark horse.” Prince von liohen 
lohe's age is supposed to be deterrent 
to his acceptance of the office.

believed th a t both Caprivi and Eulen­ 
berg assigned as their reason for their 
resignations the hopelessness of any 
successful co-operation between them.

Gen. Nodzu, the Japanese 
chief of staff, it appears, succeeded in 
getting the main body of the Japanese 
ramy across the Yalu river without 
mishap before daylight 
on

day. 
Then Col. Sato was sent forward 
at the head of a Suing column on a 
reconnoitering expedition. 
He discov­ 
ered the enemy occupying a fortified 
position near the village of Fushang 
on the right bank of the Yalu.

spite of the fact that he had no artillery 
at his disposal. Col. Sato immediately 
commenced

upon 
the 
Chinese 
and

lowed. 
The Chinese fought desper­ 
ately and stubbornly 
The attack 
began at IO o'clock in the 
morn­ 
ing and lasted until noon, when the 
Chinese began wavering, broke, and 
eventually retired in great disorder, 
falling back upon Kulicnchas. 
The troops commanded by Col. Sato, 
after the Chinese 
had retired,

Fushang. 
Inside the fortifications they found 
200 Chinese dead. 
The Japanese also 
captured a number of prisoners, among 
whom w as a Chinese officer who stated 
th at the position was held by eighteen 
battalions of Chinese troops. The Jap­ 
anese, escorting their prisoners, then 
marched in the direction of Gen. Nod- 
zu's main body with tne intention of 
rejoining it. 
The number of Chinese wounded is 
not known.

N ew Y ork. Oct. 27.—R. G. Dun A 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“ Engrossing political excitement in 
many of the states causes a natural 
slackening in some kinds of business. 
But on the whole business indications 
are rather more favorable than they 
were a week ago. 
Gold exports have 
ceased, quite a number of mills have 
gone into operation.and the demand for 
products, if not equal to that of pros­ 
perous years, is better than it hasbeen 
most oi Hie time this year. 
The prices 
of farm products do not improve much, 
and there are still some strikes to re­ 
sist reduction of wages, so that the pur­ 
chasing power of the people can not 
have m aterially increased, but there is 
a more hopeful spirit which prompts 
greater activity. On theother hand, the 
record of past transactions is some­ 
what less favorable than of late. 
Pay­ 
ments through the principal clearing 
houses throughout the country show a 
decrease of 1.2 per cent compared with 
last year, and a decrease of 21.9 per 
cent compared with the same week in 
1892, the decrease for four w eeks being 
29.8 per cent. 
“ It is interesting th at in spite of the 
low price of the principal southern 
crop m anufacturers 
and 
wholesale 
dealers report rather more improve­ 
ment in trade with the south than 
with any other section. 
The w heat 
m arket is lower and nothing appears 
to justify 
any 
im portant 
change. 
Western receipts have been 4,816,571 
bushels, against 6,276,623 last year, and 
Atlantic exports only 584,263 bushels, 
against J.0i>6,666 last year. 
Cora is 
higher w ithout any clear reason, and 
it is noteworthy that a t the same time 
pork is 75 cents lower, lard 35 cent par 
IOO pounds, and hogs 40 cents lower. 
The contrast indicates how little the 
provision m arket depends at present 
on natural relations of supply and de­ 
mand. 
In iron and steel the west shows 
weakness; while eastern markets show 
more encouragement. 
The demand 
for wool is not as large as it has been, 
and while prices have scarcely changed 
for two weeks sales are but 4,304,250 
pounds, against 5,778,750 in 1892, and 
for four 
weeks 
19,451,749 
pounds, 
against 25,744.750 in 1892. 
Prices were 
put down before the new* tariff took 
effect, so th at results of foreign com­ 
petition are felt mainly in reduced 
sales of some domestic wools. 
•The failures for the week were 231 
in the United States, against 352 last 
year, and fifty-two in Canada, against 
forty-four last year.”

NEXT TO POSTOFFICE. 
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T H E JU L IU S TOW ER. 


It Contains the Millions of Germany's 
War Treasures. 
^ The Julius tower, not far from Ber­ 
lin, contains the w ar treasure of 120,- 
000,000 m arks yielding no interest. 
This large sum, consisting of crowns 
and double crowns, is from time to 
time, w ithout long notice, counted by 
tw o members of the imperial debt 
committee. 
Entrance to the well 
guarded tow er can only be gained if 
tnese two members put their compli­ 
cated keys in the keyhole sim ultane­ 
ously. 
Needless to say th at there is 
always a sentry a t the entrance door. 
A strict record is kept of the hour 
of opening and closing the tower. On 
opening it one enters a t once into the 
rotunda, where the shining 120,000,000 
m arks are stored. 
This vast sum is 
divided into twelve equal parts, each 
subdivided into ten others of the value 
of 1,000,000 each. 
This 1,000,000 is 
again distributed in ten bags of 10,000 
m arks each, two-thirds of which sum 
is in ten- m ark pieces. 
When a revis­ 
ion is ordered the num ber of the di­ 
vision and subdivisions to be counted 
is chosen at haphazzard. 
For the counting a squad of soldiers 
is ordered. 
As soon as some of the 
100,000 m ark bags are counted and 
found correct the w ar 
treasure is 
considered to be properly revised. 
The other large funds—those of the 
invalids' relief and the fortification 
building fund—are also overhauled 
by carefully comparing the coupon 
sheets, numbers, series, Ac., with 
the original entries. 
Until the begin­ 
ning of the new reichstag building, 
this fund was also kept in the Julius 
tower. 
As soon as the work of count­ 
ing and comparing is finished the 
auditor's report is draw n up and 
signed by both functionaries—the two 
keys are again 
simultaneously in 
serted in the locks—and the revision 
of the w ar treasure is concluded. 
The “counters” are draw n up in line 
and marched back to the barracks, 
the “com mittee” drive off in a cab and 
the “hoard” is left once more in th at 
absolute quietude which every peace 
loving Teuton hopes it may enjoy for 
many years to come.

Those Occupied by th e Receiving: and 
Paying: Tellers. 
The positions of paying and re­ 
ceiving teller are perhaps as trying 
positions 
as any in the business 
world. 
The men occupying these 
positions are thrown constantly into 
communication with all kinds and 
classes of people and no doubt are 
often infinitely bored by the dense 
ignorance evinced by many and the 
idle curiosity of others. 
The receiv­ 
ing teller’s big bugaboo is counter­ 
feit money, although the danged of 
taking it in is not so great now by 
any means as it was some ten or 
twelve years ago. 
The secret serv­ 
ice of the government has kept such 
sharp track of all clever “queer” 
makers that it is only rarely a really 
good sample of spurious coin or bill 
gets into the hands of the bank peo­ 
ple. 
Of course if the teller makes 
a mistake and receives any counter­ 
feit money he is held responsible by 
the bank and obliged to make it 
good. 
A bank teller, as a rule, 
cannot tell you bow he 
detects 
counterfeits. He really doesn’t know. 
If he understands his business he 
can recognize bad money the moment 
he gets his hands on i t 
The first 


glance noes it. 
Me does not know 
how or why, but if ho gets hold of a 
piece of money and it strikes bim as 
bad he lays it aside right off. 
Then 
the examination begins for the minor 
faults. 
There are always some dif­ 
ferences, but these can only be de­ 
tected by close inspection. 
The 
teller must rather depend on a sixth 
sense which comes with practice, for 
he has not time to closely examine 
any currency unless he has a sus­ 
picion first that something is wrong. 
The paying teller’s burden is the 
fear that he will overpay some one. 
It is a strange thing about paying 
tellers’ accounts that they are never 
over any. 
If anything is wrong they 
are always out 
This does not speak 
well for the honesty of people in 
general, but it is a fact. 
And the 
paying teller is expected to refund 
any money he may overpay by mis­ 
take. 
Some years ago, 
says the 
Post-Dispatch, the St. Louis Nation­ 
al bank sent down some of the boys 
to collect $80,00) from one of the 
S t Louis banks. 
The paying teller 
was at the window and counted out the 
money in his usual dignified way. One 
of the boys noticed that a mistake had 
been made and attempted to show 
the latter that such was the case.
